Bublitz, of Kenosha, aged 24, pleaded 
guilty today to the charge of having 
been implicated in holding up a Mi.wau- 
kee, Eacine and Eenosha electric, car 
and robbing Conductor Buresch of S23. 
He was sentenced to t\\o years and one- 
half at Waupun. 


Bublitz, when he walked into the 


Milwaukee police station . a few davs 
ago and confessed, said that. his name 
was William Perry, of Chicago. . Today 
,he says his name is William Bublitz of 
Eenosha, and that he. had; lived there 
most of his life. He told : Judge- Flett 
that the man who Assisted him in holding 
Tip the car forced him to do it' -under 
penalty of death.. He only knew his 
partner three days and when the con- 
ductor was robbed the man took- the 
money and that was "the. last : he ever 
saw of .him'.

The Turkish empire has been" known 


for many years as the "Sick Man of 
the East," and this title was first given 
to it by Nicholas, czar of Russia. On 
the. night of the 9th of January, 1853, 
the British minister at the 
Russian 


.court, Sir George Hamilton Seymour, 
was at a party gathering in the palace, 
of the Archduchess Helen, whea the 
Emperor Nicholas approached him and 
drew him into a conversation.

"We have on our 


hands a.very sick man;-:;u will:be,;:!
